—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Labour Officer in the Loktak Hydro-elcctric 
Project under the Ministry of Energy (Department of Pow'cr). namely:— 

1. Short-title and Commencement; - (1) These rules may be called the the Loktak Hydro-electric Project (Labour Officer) 
Recruitment Rules 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay;— The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached therto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule imncxed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualific.ations; — The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith Shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification; — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a rterson having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to tbc said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government , if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such person and the other, party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax; — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
by order for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of person, 

6. Saving:— Nothiag in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

1 . Short Title and Commencement: (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Supply and Rehabilitation (Department of Rehabi- 

litation) Settlement Wing (Surveyor and Mazdoor) Recruitment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay: The number of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto, shall be 
as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.: The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said schedule. 

4. Disqualification: No pcrsons-(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts:— 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other parly to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax; Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons to the post. 

6. Saving: Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates bclodging 
to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Gov- 
ernment from time to time in this regard,

GSR 1258—111 exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of th; Constitution, the Pi\;sid.MU hereby mak.es the 
following "rules reanlating the method of recruitment to Group ‘C’ and Group ‘D’ posts in the office of the Chief DivcIopment-curn-Reha- 
bilitation Commissioner the Andaman and Nicobar Islands under the Ministry of Supply and Rehabilitation (Department of Rehabilita- 


tion), namely ; — 

1. Short title and commencement— (1) These rules may be called the Department of Rehabilitation (Office of the Chief Developmcnt- 
cum-Rehailitation Commissioner Group C and Group D posts) Recruitment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 
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2. Application ; These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, cinssiltcation and scale of Pay ; The number of posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to hofihe said Schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, age-limit, qualifications etc. ; ThJ method of recruitment to the said posLs, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters cormected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 1.3 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


5. Disqualification : — -No person- 

fa) who has catered into or contracted a marriage w'ith a person having a spouse living, or 
(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall bccligiblefor appointment to any of the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible und.r the p. rsonal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax ; Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is ncccs.sary or expedieni so to do, it may, by order and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of Ihe provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or any of the 
said pos^s. 

7. Saving ; Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to b; provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Governmen, from time to 
lime in this regard.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Rule 3 and rule 1 1 of the Urban Land (Ceiling and Regu- 
lation) Rules, 1976 prescribed a period of ISO days for 
filing statements under section 6 and making dcclaralIon.s 
under sub-section (1) of section 21. The period expired on 
the 14th August, 1976. There were a large number of re- 
presentations for extension of the period, On a consideration 
of all the various aspects of the matter. Government decided 
to extend the period from the 15th August, 1976 iipto ihe 
15th September, 1976. The notification to amend rures 3 and 
11 arc intended tO' achieve that objective. The notification 
gives retrospective effect to the amendment from the 14th 
August, 1976, that is, the date on which the pciiod allowed 
would have otherwise expired. No person is likely to be 
adversely affected by the giving of retrospective effect to the 
amendment. On Ih? other hand it Is beneficial to Ihe public 
who are affected by the Urban Land (Ceiling and Regula- 
tion) Act, 1976.
